VARIETIES ON TRIAL. 


The results of experiments “conducted by 
Irish agricultural ‘imstructors in 1927 to dis- 
cover the best varieties of the-principal farm 
crops come to hand at a time which gives 
the farmer an opportunity of making a wise 
selection of seed for the coming season. The 
experiments, amongst others, comprised tests 
“with potatoes, barley, oats, wheat. 

Four main crop: ‘varieties of  potatoes— 
namely, Kerr’s Pinks, Arran .Consul, Up-to- 
Date and Old Champion—were : ancluded “in 
the past season’s trials at 56 centres, and 
the average tatal yields per statute acre pro- 
' duced were as follow :—Kerr’s Pink, 14 tens 
17 cwt.; Arran Consul, 14 tons 13 pwt. ; Up- 
‘to-Date, 14 tons 7 ewt.; Old Champion, In 
tons 13 cwt. 

‘Practically no diseased tubers were present 
in any of the varieties, except Old Uham- 
pion, which had alse a rélatively high pro- 
portjon of small tubers. All the varieties 
included in the trials’ with the exception 
of Arran Consul, are widely known and ex- 
tensively cultivated. Arran Consul<is an 
immune variety of recent introduction It 
is a heavy cropper and pr oduces somewhat 
intogulasly-ohansa, white-skinned,  white- 
fleshed tubers with fairly shallow eyes.’ In 
table quality, howeyer, it appears to be 
somewhat inferior to Kerr’s Pink.

Tartary 9, a variety raised by the Depart- 
ment’s Seed Propagation Division, which is 
very resistant’ to lodging, and, therefore, 
well suited for sowing on rich or well: 
manured land, again produced the heaviest 
yield’ of grain—viz., i cwt. Victory II. 
and ‘Crown each produced 233 cwt., and 
Victory 221 cwt, per statute acre. ' 

Tests. with Black Oats were conducted at 
22 centres... Black Englebrect, a variety of 
Swedish origin; included for the first time 
n these trials, produced the heaviest yield 
of grain, 25. cwt.° It has a~ strong, stiff 
straw, and ripens early, but appears to be 
susceptible to smut. Black Bell and 
Black Tartary ‘(a new selection) each 
produced 24” cwt., and lack Tartary 
“(Department’s Pure Line) 251 ewt. per 
statute acre. Most of these varieties of oats 
haye been grown during the past season at 
numerous centres throughout the country as 
extension plots under the supervision of the 
Department and the agrictltura] instenctors, 
and considerable quantities of seed-of the 
varieties’ Victory, Victory H., ‘Panner- 
Tartary 9 and Black Tartary are available 
in many districts. 

_ Ia the whéat variety trials, conducted at 
ten centres, the following four varieties were 
included Yeoman, Yeoman II... Queen ‘Wil- 
helmina and Square Head Master. " The 
varieties Yeoman and Yeoman II., which re- 
semble each other very closely, ‘are highly 
resistint to “lodging’’ and fungoid pests, 
and are spoken highly of by millers. -On 
account of the slow growth made by both 
of these varieties during winter and early 
spring, they usually * a backward ap- 
pearance until towards the end of March, as 
compared with most other varieties. Queen 
Wilhelmina is a well-known white wheat of 
fair milling quality. It is, however, more 
subject to disease, and more likely to be. 
come damaged in bad harvests. than wheats 
of the Yeoman ty Square Head Master js 
a well-known re “wheat, much prized in 
some districts. The average yields of grain 
per statute acre obtained‘ during the past 
‘season were as follows:—Yeoman, 274 cwt. ; 
Yeoman II., 27 ewt.; *Queen Wilhelmina, 
26; cwt.; Square Head Master, 25 cwt.

In addition to pro- 
viding special facilities for killing porkers 
belonging to memhers of the Union, the place 
may ve used :: ‘*pubhic abattoir, as. there 1s 
no GCorporatic. stitdtion of the kind. “On 
Saturday last 1 had an opportunity of seeing 
the premises where this important branch of 
the County Cork farmers’ work is being con- 
ducted under the management of. Mr. R. H. 
Dring. During the opening week some €00 
pigs were slaughtered and. sent to London. 

efore leaving the premises, each carcase is 
examined for soundness and condition. + If 
found to be diseased it is destroyed, but if 
simply wanting in condition, but fit for food, 
it is disposed ‘ot locally. 


Special Railway. Wagons. 

Carcases in good condition may be sent 
hanging in railway wagons until they reach 
the port, when they are - transferred’ to 
crates, and so forwarded to London. Tí sent 
by direct ‘boat to Fishguard, they are carried 
hanging in ‘the boat. ' 

No pigs are purchased in the abattoir, the 
object being to dress them properly, send them 
to market, and let the salesman in London 
dispose of them, deducting all charges, and 
then paying the ‘farmer. 

Arrangements Comyjdete. 

The arrangements for killing and dressing 
the porkers are very. complete, the overhead 
tracks providing space for 1,200 carcases at a 
time. When the pork trade is: finished. the 
slaughter of fat cattle, sheep and lambs. for 
export will: commenee.; A special slaughter- 
house is provided for cattle, and the carcases 
will be sent along their own particular track. 
Although no decision has yet been reached, I 
understand that. a humane cattle-killer will 
be used when -that branch. of the work is 
started. There is space enough to allow of 
the beef section being expanded to six times 
its present eapacity of a hundred beasts. 

The killing days for light porkers are Mon- 
days, Tuesdays and Fridays, and for heavy 
porkers Fridays. 

Well lighted and ventilated, the building is 
a ‘spacious one, with concrete floors and 
partly concrete walls. This portion of the 
work is being carried out by Messrs. Murphy 
Bros., Cork, while the steel work and 
machinery has “been. installed by Messrs,

Howard, of Bedford. Electric motors are 
used for ‘driving the scalding, cleaning, and 
other machinery. ‘The lighting and power 
equipment has been provided by Messrs. F. 
C. Porte and Co., Cork, while the weighing 
machine in use is an Avery. 

A Railway Siding. 

As the abattoir premises adjoin the old 
Bandon railway line, arrangements are being 
made for the loading of carcases into wagons 
on the spot. This would mean little more 


than the removal of a railing by which the 
railway line is divided from the abattoir. 


A Quick Turnover. 


One advantage of the fresh pork industry 
now being developed throughout the country 
is that pig-breeders will have a much quicker 
turnover. ' They will at the same time be 
encouraged to breed more pigs. If sufficient 
pigs are bred, the pork and bacon trade can 
be kept at a good level ‘because, in addition 
to a regular income.from pork, the farmer 
will have the demand’ for: bacon: to fall back 
upon, The question as to whether the outlay 
required for food would be worth while could 
be solved in a Most effective way by means 
of experiments. There ‘can however, ‘be 
no doubt that an extremely “valuable and 
comparatively inexpensive food would become 
available if every farmer would grow an extra 
acre of oats. This would reduce the quantity 
of imports, and in that way bring down the 
farmer’s outlay. 


Inspection of Careases. 

By those who are organising the fresh pork 
industry on businesslike lines the proposal 
that all pork carcases should be inspectec and 
graded at the ports is welcomed. ‘This regu- 
-lation should go far to enhance the reputa- 
tion of Irish pork, and declare to. all and 
sundry that Irish pigs are free from tuber- 
culosis and other serious ‘diseases, 

With regard to the sale of pork, it is felt 
by those concerned in the trade that the ex- 
penses on it. are still too high. The. trans- 
port’ companies have gone some little way to 
reduce freights, but the major expense occurs 
ia connection with the sales, the ¢ommission 
charged by Smithfield saleSmen -being re- 
garded: as too high. Mr. Cussen, of the Co, 
Cork Association» Irish. Farmers’ Union, 
w hen discussing this matter with me last 
week, suggested that this aspect of the case 
might be met by giving the business to a 
limited number of salesmen, who. would be 
rejuired to provide facilities for the business

Value of Abattoir. ) 


Apart from its value at a time when Irish 
live stock exports may be prohibited, this 
abattoir provides an alternative market when 
prices at local fairs are disappointing. Four 
well-known Snitithfield. firms have been 
appeinted for the sale of pork, . beef and 
mutton from the Cork abattoir in ‘London. 

So far the results have been highly satis- 
factory, as 90 per cent. of the porkers sent 
in are of the right type and quality. More. 
attention should, however, be paid to sending 
in pigs as soon as they reach. 100 Ib., live- 
weight. At this weight a large white pig of 
four months old should produce a dres 
weight of 70 lb. of lean, tender pork. 


Need for Regular Supplies. 


To ensure success the market mst be 
regularly supplied. This can be done by 
mating sows between March and September 
with pure-bred large white boars, and secur- 
ing a regular. run of. pigs during the season 
from October. to April. 

Feeding of .pigs for pork is virtually the 
same as that.of pigs.for bacon, In each case 
the young pigs must be kept thriving from 
birth.. The. sucking, pigs should be induced to 
take ‘suitable trough food as soon as possible, 
and shoukl be given a gradually increasing 
quantity. of si? digeested foods, such as 
fine’ pollard, barley, or Indian meal, and 
separated milk. Particular attention should 
be paid .to. the food given when weaning, s0 
that the young pigs may not suffer a check.. 

If there is a shortage of separated milk 
supplement the food with meat or blood meal, 
in the proportion of one part of meat or blood 
meal to ten parts of mixed meals. 
Freight on Beef. 

At the moment the County Cork Farmers’ 
Union is contending against a high freight 
on beef. The amount “of this on a 6 ewt. 
earcase from Cork to London, ead Mr. 
Cussen, Secretary of the County Cork 
Farmers. Union, in the course of a recent 
interview, is about 40s.; while the freight on 
a live animal, with all the trouble of handl- 
ing, to the same destination is 30s. The 
transport companies: have promised to give 
sympathetic. consideration to the question. 
with a view to bringing the transport charges 
for beef into line with those for pork. : 

Altogether, the venture is one which the 
Executive Committee of the County Cork 
Farmers’ Union has reason to be proud. 


carried. by the Great Southern Railways to Irish ports. 


LABOUR'S SHARE IN 
FARMING. . 


THE FARMER AS FARM 
WORKER. 


The memorandum entitled “The Relation 
of Labour Cost to Total Costs of Production 
in Agriculture,” prepared as part of: the 
documentation for the International Economic 
Conference of the League of Nations in 
Geneva last year, is, we think, the first 
attempt mhde in civilis&tion to assess, on arty 
kind of scientific basis the share which falls 
to the lot of: the worker out of the wealth 
produced bythe land. TH is an inquiry of 
immerse complexity, arid the investigation, 
so carefully carried ‘out, -into the relative 


costings of labour and capital in our islands, 


in France, Germany, Italy, the Netherlands, 
Poland, Denmark, Sweden, Switzerland, the 
United - States, Canada and Australia; can 
only be considered as a preliminary to fuller 
inquiries. +It is of no: slight. importance to 
ascertain whether labour is equitably treated, 
for labour includes the farmer himself. In- 
deed, one element in the complexity. of the 
problem is the difficulty in sorting out the 
costings for home labour and hired. labour, 
which differs not only from -country to 
country, but even in some countries from 
county to county. Differences of tenure, of 
custom, of the comparative’ ease or difficulty 
in handling this or that crop; in currencies, 
in the labour market, in the system of cost- 
ings adopted; all these produce differentia 
almost impossible to reduce to a-common 
arithmetical denomination. When it is 
realised that the average percentaize of total 
outlav in farming may sink to 20 per cent. 
for the treatment of grass iand and the care 


“of stock, and rise to 60 per cent. as the wage 


for rearing and handling the citron crop in 
Italy, some idea of the intricacy of the 
problem will be. gained. 

Can there be-Common Conclusions? 

Can there be any common conslusions drawn 
from such varying data? The memorandum 
thinks there can. Its compilers are satisfied th: “se 
40 per cent., or, perhaps, more nearly, 26 
per cent. may be accepted’ as labour’s average 
proportion of total costings, under standard 
conditions, in a normal year. Many minor 
considerations, indeed, may lessen the 
validity of this conclusion. It is possible to 
look upon interest on capital sunk in the 
industry as a “charge”. upon farming. 
Fhat is, we believe, ~ universally ‘the 
farmers’ view. But “it .may -also be 
regarded as an ‘earning’? arising from the 
industry. viewed as a national concern. It 
seems impossible, on, presently available data, 
adequately to account for the percehtage to 
he credited to farm management. Indeed, in 
Treland the farmer is usually that curious 
triume person, the owner-manager-labourer. 
Oeiy: tigen, Ee Nake Go áis, Sage. ábhir i 
whether “híred” or “family,” is to be 
satisfied that it receives adequate remúnera- 
tion—a satisfaction all who work on the land 
will more and more demand. How far the | 


memorandum’s figures for Ireland aré typical 


in articles first published in the “ Journal ’”’ 
of the Department of Lands and Agriculture 
two. years ago, compiled by Mr. J: M 
Adams, and relate to 1920 (or °90-’21) and 


.1923. A cardinal fact here, as in other 


countries, is that the size of a farm seems no 
measure of the labour-capital relationship. 
On a carefully costed farm of 68 acres this 
was found to vary according to the crop. 
On an average of less than 100 (for seven 
farms), the proportions were—labour 42.2, all 
costs 100; for three farms of 100-200 acres, 
38.5 out of 100; for eight of over 200 acres, 
42.2 again. But on the smallest of these 
groups, family Iabour is assessed as, roughly, 
equivalent to ‘hired; in the larger farms 
family labour was negligible. Thus, atSual 
paid labour,’ of course, carries a high pro- 
portion on the bigger farms, but labour as a 
whole: receives ‘apparently much, the same, 
irrespective of acreage. 
England and Ireland Compared. 
An interesting aspect of the inquiry turns 
upon a table giving “ the labour cost and 
the total ‘costs of production for certain 
specified crops and produce on an Insh farm 
in the year 1920 to 1921.” An analysis of 
these figures shows that in Ireland labour’s 
percentage on the costs of dealing with thg 
oat crop. was 37, but for oats in conacre only 
13. The percentage for hay .was 20, for 
potatoes 346, for turnips 28. Flax stands 
higher at 41, oats lower at 18, and milk. is 
between at 26. Onur latest figures, those for 
1923, are remarkable in one aspect. The 
total nett return from farming per acre is 
bree as, £2 12s., and that for capital and 
management as only five shillings, or-10 per 
cent. of the whole. Of this 90 per cent., 16 
per cent. is credited, to family ets ‘and 
74 per cent, to hired labour. So far is the 
higher percentage accredited to labour from 
being a favourable symptom that it is attri- 
buted to the depression in farming during 
that year. European ' and Dominion con. 
ditions are so different that no comparison of 
them is practicable,.or even valid, and, 
Danish conditions also, differ very consider- 
ably from our own. But. it is interesting to 
notice that when we turn to the position in 
Great Britain the conditions seem ever more 
diversified than onrs.. Certain, post-war 
figures for England show as great a. variation 
as 21 per cent., against 79 per cent. in the 
costings properly allocated ‘to labour , in 
different branches of farming. Before the 
war, the British general’ average was esti- 
mated at 30. per cent.

Two things we do know—neither the farmer 
nor the farm worker is over-remunerated. 
Considering them both as. “workers,” we 
might hold. that they are insufficiently re- 
munerated for their skill and toil. Other ad- 
@antages the farmer may. have: leisure 
(though not a great deal of it), liberty to 
direct his own life, and a healthy occupation. 
As considered merely írom an economic point 
of view, farming cannot be said to be an 
adequately remunerated industry in these 
countries, but it is only right to add that 
much. fuller knowledge is necessary before 
final deductions can properly be made. We 
think the costings statistics of farming -are 
worthy of and should receive much attention 
at the hands of the State and its depart- 
ments. This is a matter in which the farmer, 
the farm labourer, and the whole nation are 
equally interested. If the Labour - Party 
wish, as it is reasonable they should wish, to 
show sympathy with the farming industry, 
would they not be well advised to direct their 
thoughts towards the best method whereby 
an adequate examination of the whole Irish 
agricultural situation éan be kept under ob- 
servation from time to time?” The Depart-

The article referred to in the affidavit, and

“There was nothing more scandalous in the 
courts maintained in, this country by the 
British Government than the judge’s insolence 
to jurors. The conduct of some of the Free 
State judges is not less reprehensible. Accord- 
ing to the daily Press, Judge O'Byrne the 
other day took a hand in this old game, and, 
addressing a jury who had found themselvés 
unable to agree to a verdict, said :—" 

“They had acted in disregard of.the oath 
they had taken and in disregard of the law 
under which they lived, and in disregard of the 
rights and well-being of the citizens of the State, 
“The report also states that he flung a 

similar insult at a second jury on the, very 
same day from his priviledged position on 
the Bench. What legal or moral ‘right has 
any judge to animadvert on the conduct of 
jurors? The law declares that judges are in- 
competent to decide certain questions and 
entrusts such matters .to the commonsense 
and impartiality of a jury. Judges, at least 
as much as other people, ought to observe 
the law and keep within their functions. 
One of the functions of a judge is to write 
out for the jury the questions to be decided. 
Another is to tell the jury what the law 1s 
on these questions. It is not his function 
and the law does not permit’ him to decide 
himself any cf he questions submitted to 
the jury. 

é“ The law does not permit the judge to 
decide such questions, because the Legislature 
knows that the public would not tolerate 
such a thing. The public and the Legislature 
have decided that the jury is more competent 
than the judge in such matters and that the 
jury alone shall have the decision. The law 
even refuses to give the judge a vote on such 
questions, . . . s.,, The law protects the 
jurors -in their room from. the judge’s 
insolence, but it fails to  protéct 
them when they return into Court. 
A judge of the High Court sitting 
on the Bench is privileged to say any- 
thing he likes, however irrélevant it may be 
to the case before him, and those whom he 
insulis or defames have no right of action 
either civil or criminal against him. Jurors 
ought to have the protection of the law while 
sitting in their box in court as well as whilst 
in their private room. They ought to be as 
independent in exercising their functions as 
the judge is in exercising his. 

** Juries are not free either in the jury box 
listening to the evidence or in their private 
room discussing the merits of the case as long 
as they are menaced with an accusation of 
perjury when they re-appear in court if the 
result of their deliberations does not coincide 
with the hints thrown out from the Bench.”

In Dail Eireann yesterday, Mr. D. MOR- 
RISSEY (Lab., Tipperary) moved :—'' That, 
in the opinion of the Dail, the law relating 
to. old’ age pensivns and blind persons’ pen- 
sions should be amended so as to restore the 
statutory rates of pensions and conditions 
governing payment of same to the level in 
operation before the passing of the Old Age 
Pensions Act, 1924, and that provision should 
be made in the next Budget to enable this 
to be done.” . host 

He said that the excuse given by the 
Government in 1924 for reducing old. age 
pensions Wwas that economy was necessary, 
and that all sections would have to make 
sacrifices. If they were to believe Ministers, 


- conditions had now improved and the country 


was getting -cosperous. “He had a right, 


therefore, to ask that the old people worn. 


out with work should share in that. pros- 
perity. á 

The aged poor had been made the first 
social martyrs of Irish liberty. The British 
Government had given the pensions, and the 
Dail should say to the pensioners: “ We are 
prepated to treat you as well as a foreign 
Government treated you.” They were not 
asking for anything magnanimous, but merely 
that the Dail should put things as they 
found them. 

THE AMENDMENT. 

Referring to the amendment tabled Py the 
Minister for Finance, Mr, Morrissey said that 
it would not give back even the shilling to 
the people from whom it was taken.

By reason of the agreement of 1899 
between the Egyptian and British -Govern- 
ments, the latter’s authority in the Sudan 
is virtually supreme; but the Cairo 
Government contends that, as Egypt’s 
water supply depends on the Sudan—and, 
fineidentally on the British irrigation 
works in that country—full control of the 
Nile ought to be vested in Egypt. Britain, 
on .the, other hand, takes the view that 
the Sudan is a vita] link in the chain of 
Empire. Britain has sunk huge quantities 
of capital in the Sudan, and the more 
moderate Egyptians realise that her claims 
concerning its retention are not unreason- 
able. The extremists declare, of course, 
that Egyptian independence without the 
Sudan will be a mere farce, but a 
compromise does not seem to be impossible. 
If the treaty is rejected in Egypt, the 
Sudan hardly is likely to be the cause of 
its failure. Although Britain is ready to 
make very substantial concessions to 
Egyptian nationalism, the problem of 
foreign policy presents serious difh- 


culties; and Cairo is decidedly pessimistic | 


concerning the proposals which His 
Majesty’s Government is believed to have 
made in this respect. In the present 
condition of Mediterranean politics no 
British Government could afford to leave 
Egypt entirely to her own devices in 
matters of foreign relations.

Prayer-book Finance. _

During the bright days which we have 
ed recently many a yachtsman, no 
doubt, has visited his vessel in her winter 
quarters, and has set craftsmen to work 
on the overhauling. of her gear. 
year saw a remarkable revival of yachting 
in English .waters, but it is doubtful 
whether its decline in Irish waters as yet 
has been arrested. In Belfast Lough the 
sport is said to be growing in favour, and 
there is no lack of sport off Kingstown. 
Elsewhere, however, recovery is not mani- 
fest. Carlingford Lough once saw many 
a gallant little craft leaning across its 
waters on every summer day. 
summers two or three small yachts at 
most have ridden between Narrow-water 
and Greenore. Queenstown Harbour is 
said to see far fewer sails than of yore.

An authority on-yachting, 
in a newly published book, reveals the 
fact that this seeming novelty really is a 
revival of a fashion of a hundred years 
ago. Schoolboys might welcome the advent 
of the triangular mainsail as discouraging 
schoolmasters from the setting of problems 
in trigonometry concerned with the area 
of quadrilateral sails.

Film Censorship.

‘The 114th annual General Court ‘of the 
Scottish Widows’ Fund and Life Assurance 
Society was held in the Society 's office, 
Edinburgh, on Tuesday, February 28, 1928, 
the Right Hon. Lord Kinross, K.C. (Chairman 
of the Ordinary Court of Directors), pre. 
siding. A i 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings. 
expressed his regret—which would be shared 
by all present—that the President, Lord 
Rosebery, / was unable to be present and take 
the chair. i 

The Secretary read the notice convening 
the meeting and the minutes of the 113th 
annual General Court held on March 1, 1927 
which were approved, and the report and 
accounts were taken as read. 

In moving the adoption of the report 
and accounts, the Chairman referred with 
great regret to the death of Sir Henry Craik, 
one of the extraordinary directors of the 
Society, and, continuing, said :— 

‘Yurning. now to the details of the report 
and accounts, 1 shall deal first with the 
new business transacted. You will remember 
that at last year’s meeting our Chairman 
was able to report an increased new business, 
both gross) and net, and I am glad to be 
in the ‘position to-day to report a further 
and considerable increase. We granted Jast 
year new life assurances for a total -of 
£2,978,689—just under three millions ster 
lin—which is nearly half a million greater 
than the previous year’s total. Reassurances 
amounting to £314,500 were effected with 
other offices, leaving net total sums assured 
amounting to £2,664,189, am .imcrease of 
£219,000 over the previous year. The total 
new annual life premiums amounted to 
£94518 and the new single premiums to 

,801. 

Oor net interest income amounted to about 
£1,200,000, showing an increase of about 
£45,000 in the year, arising partly from the 
growth of the funds and partly from an 
increase of about 10d. per cent. im the net 
rate of interest earned on the funds. The 
gross rate before deduction of income tax 
was £5 9s: 6d. per cent., which represents 
an effective increase, as compared with 1926, 
of about 1s. per cent. over the whole fund: 

Our death claims, amounting to £1,135 194. 
were somewhat less than in 1926 which 
itself showed a very favourable experience, 
and our claims by survivance were slightly 
higher at £581,745. Surrenders; at £228 236. 
show an -increase which we would rather 
not see, but which it is not always easy to 
prevent, as policies are dropped for a variety 
of personal and financial reasons. Annuities 
paid show an increase corresponding to the 
growth of the annuity business. Our ex- 
penses of management, including commission, 
show a slight increase, which may be asso- 
ciated with the increase in the new” business, 
but our ratio of expenses to premium income 
is still at the very moderate figure of under 
12, per cent. of the premium income and 
only about 6} per cent. of our total income. 
Finally, the operations of the year resulted 
in our funds increasing by over £737,000, 
and at the end of the year they stood at 
£26,861,352. The way in which that large 
sum .is invested is-shown by our balance 
sheet, which is a very strong one, not calling, 
I think, for any detailed comment. 

THE BONUS YEAR. 
We are now jn the last year of our quin 
quennial period+-what is known as “ bonus 
year —and the results of the quinquennial 
investigation will be announced at our next 
annual meeting, which will be held as early 
as practicable in 1929. We have been able to 
analyse the working of the first four years of 
the period, and I am glad to say we find that 
it has been very satisfactory. We have had 
four years of good interest yield, of low rate 
of expenditure, and of «very favourable 
mortality, and, while in this last respect we 
must, of course, be prepared for a possible 
swing of the pendulum in 1928, we are 
satisfied that, even if this swing should occur, 
the results of the forthcoming investigation 
for the full period of five years will be very 


Satisfactory. We have, therefore, felt justified 
in increasing the rate of intermediate hovus ( 
to be allowed on claims arising during oT 


final year of the quinquennium from 38s. to 
40s. per cent. on the compound reversionar’ 
principle that is reckoned on existing bonus’s 
as well as on the original sums assured, cal- 
culated in respect of each premium paid
